Claim 1 (currently amended): In a hub configured for interconnection of a plurality of 
stations as part of a digital system such that digital data flows between the stations through a main 
loop based on anpperational status of the system, thean improvement comprising: 

an arrangement forming part of the hub and selectively connectable at points within the 
hub and between at least two different stations to form part of a diagnostics loop for carrying a copy 
of the digital data and for monitoring certain characteristics of said copy of the digital data in a way 
which provides for noninvasive identification of one or more conditions related to the operational 
status of the system. 

Claim 46 (currently amended): In a hub configured for interconnection of a plurality of 
stations using a main loop as part of a digital system such that digital data flows between the stations 
on the main l oop under specific operational conditions, feean improvement comprising the step of: 

monitoring said digital data at a selectable plurality of points distributed within the hub 
and between at least two different stations for uoo in dct o rrninin g using a diagnostics loop carrying a 
copy of the digital data to determine certain characteristics of said copy of the digital data in a way 
which provides for non-invasive identification of one or more conditions related to the operational 
status of the system.
